In this case, the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process such as: a method of 
deuterium-free water production based on electrolysis of distillate water, ( the electrolysis is 
based on differences between ions mobility coefficients); and by a process of desalination using 
solar stills as recognized by applicant noting the last two paragraphs, page 1 of the specification. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
